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20* Population Turnover 
Is Predicted For Narberth 

Ed Griswbld, Borough assessor, said the otftear morning 
that his recent chores involved making new records for the 
125 Narberth properties which had changed hands during the 
first six months of 1946. He was impressed that; there would 
be a similar turn-over for the last half of the year. 

Interesting also was the kind of money being paid by the 
newcomers, a price of $11,000 plus not being itmusual for a 
$2,800 assessment. This means that Narberth'i present values 
are quite on a par with the bombastic advancfts'which are oc- 
curring elsewhere. ; . 

Among the transactions was the sale of twenty of the 
so-called "brick-row" houses, the whole batch of them going 
for $50,000. They were subsequently resold at- a $15,000 prof- 
it, and, after that, some of them were secured by veterans .at 
a still higher mark-up. 

Meanwhile, the demand generally quite exceeds the sup- 
ply, and while many residents would like to pick up some of 
the easy money by selling the old homestead, most people are 
accutely aware that they would have to pay through the nose 
for a new house, even if they were able to find;one. The mat- 
ter of income. tax on the profit is also a surprise feature to 
some of those who have sold, for Uncle Sam is right on the 
heels of all real estate transactions, and he sees to it that he 

gets his generous cut. 

• • * ♦ 

As to the kind of people who are movnig in, Ed reports 
them all- to the good. Most of them are still in their aggressive 
years, on their way up in the economic scale, and their natural 
curiosity in.their new. habitat spells a greater interest in com- 
munity affairs than was so with most of those who have left 
Politically, the new- residents correspond with.whafc has al- 
ways been the case here, overwhelmingly Republican, except 
that the percentage of non-partisan voters is said to step up 
the local average. 

Those trades and organized activities which thrive on 
new blood should find a great deal of interest in this turn- 
over of 20 per cent of our population, for that is what the ra- 
tio seems to be if 250 houses changes hands in a year, almost 
a thousand persons, compared to the 5500 which the last cen- 
sus gave us. There was a time in Narberth's career when the 
welcome/mat was put out in a formal manner for those who 
came ta take abode here, but we have lost the country touch 
in recent years, and newcomers are pretty much left to find 
their own way and to shift- for themselves. 

That reveals, in turn, that Narberth is well on in its mid- 
dle age, of which fact there is rather more evidence than some 
like to see. 

When Ed was telling about the changed status of things, 
the Burgess stopped in and the inquiry was raised as to whe- 
ther or not these higher prices for real estate did not warrant 
increased assessments. The Burgess thought it would make 
no particular difference. He said it Was best to secure any ex- 
tra income needed from a higher rate. The tax rate, he pointed 
out, could go up or down, as the need warranted, subject only 
to the action of Council. Norristown would have its say about 
assessments, and the Courts ; also have the right, tp.disapprove 
of the assessor's ruling. 

' It was also indicated that this year's Borough's tax re- 
ceipts are somewhat shy of the total amount required, of- 
ficial costs having advanced in the same way as household 
costs generally. That makes it appear that we will have more 
tithes next year, and so will most places. Even so, Narberth 
will continue to be a low-taxed community, and if you don't 
think so, check notes with your Philadelphia friends, who 
pay far more and get far less than this well-run town.

After listening , to the protests, 
School Board officials pointed . out 
that the Board not only can't get addi- 
tionel buses to relieve the overcrowd- 
ing, but can't even replace its old and 
worn buses, with ,new ones. 
Doubling Impossible 

To : provide every school child with 
a seat, they pointed out, the School 
Board would immediately have to 
double the number of buses it owns, a 
manifest impossibility. 

Two new buses. are now on order, ~ 
E. E. Burlingame, School Board 
president asserted. And, bids for two 
more abuses 'were opened at Monday's 
meeting, but both were referred to the 
Purchasing Committee after it was an- 
nouncea that the bidders could neither 
meet 'Township specifications nor set 
a definite delivery date. ■

Pehn Valley Doctor Plans To Establish 
A Blood Plasma Center In Italian City 



Plans to establish a blood plasma 
center in war-ravaged Italy are being 
made here by a Penn Valley physician, 
Dr. Max Strumia, Director of the 
Clinical Laboratory at Bryn Mawr 
Hospital. 

Dr. Strumia, who lives at 847 Bryn 
Mawr Ave., returned home last month 
from a trip to his native country to 
report on the conditions of hospitals 
and medical schools there. 

One of Italy's greatest needs, he 
found, was a central plasma center to 
serve all the hospitals of the penin- 
sula. Dr. Strumia hopes to send 
enough materials to his old medical 
school, at Turin, Northern Italy, and 
to establish the center there. 

From Turin, the life-saving plasma 
would be rushed to hospitals and clin- 
ics -throughout Italy in the way Dr. 
Strumia, with another Bryn Mawr 
physician, Dr. John McGraw, helped 
developed for the American Army dur- 
ing the war. 

When war seemed imminent in 1940, 1 



the Government, through the National 
Research Council, asked Bryn Mawr 
to study the possibilities of employing 
plasma on a large scale; for the treat- 
ment of wounded on. r Jhe battlefield. 

Since at the time Bryn Mawr was 
the only hospital in the nation to use 
plasma in a routine manner, the choice 
was a natural one. As early as 1933 
Bryn Mawr made medical history by 
employing plasma in a local polio epi- 
demic. 

Dr. Strumia was named to an in- 
vestigating committee, and a year later 
380 kits of dried plasma and distilled 
water in vacuum-packed containers 
were delivered to the Army and Navy. 
Immediate arrangements were made 
for mass production of the kits. 

It would be these kits, used as suc- 
cessfully on the battlefields during the 
war, that Dr. Strumia plans to have 
made up at Turin for shipment to dis- 
tant sections of Italy. 

Dr. Strumia feel* strongly that such

other countries of Europe are the only j good picture we now have in Harris- 



ways to avert a new war. 

He says, "I feel we must have in- 
tellectual reciprocity between nations 
before we can begin to understand how 
the other fellow. lives. 

"I myself came to America arid de- 
rived great benefits from my studies 
and life here. I would like to repay 
that debt, and I feel that the only way 
I can is to help re-establish the bonds 
between nations that have been shat- 
tered by the war." 

Dr. Strumia feels strongly that 
medical facilities and the fruits of 
medical research here must be shared 
with other peoples of the world. 

Scientific language is the same the 
world over. We must use the under- 
standing between scientists as a step- 
ping stone for the creation of greater 
understanding between diplomats and' 
between peoples. 



County Official 
Guest Speaker 
At Meeting 

A. Mi Kulp, supervisor of Mont- 
gomery County Schools; told members 
of the Narberth Parent-Teachers' As- 
sociation that the -new Pennsylvania 
school health program provides an ef- 
ficient and thorough physical examina- 
tion of all school age children. 

Kulp, guest speaker at a. meeting of 
the Association held Monday night in 
the auditorium of the Narberth Pub- 
lic School, stated: 

"Medical inspections in the past were 
usually very superficial— 40 in one 
and a half or two hours — but the new 
State act provides for not more than 
four examinations in any hour, and 
not more than eight dental examina- 
tions one hour. 

Accredited Doctors 

"These examinations must be made 
by doctors and dentists who are regis- 
tered and licensed to practice in the 
State of Pennsylvania." 

Kulp pointed out that the program 
not only requires examination : of all 
children, but also includes professional 
employes, temporary employes, jani- 
tors, custodians, bus drivers, cafe- 
teria workers, cooks, and all- other 
school employes. 

He also stated that although exami- 
nations are more rigid and thorough, 
there is still ho provisiol for remedial 
work except that done by the • f amir 
lies themselves. 

"In many homes," he said, "there 
isn't enough money or interest to take 
care of the defects." 

Miss Natalie Pollock, Narberth 
School .health nurse, reported that 
school medical examinations have al- 
ready been started in Narberth by 
Dr. Arthur J. Denman. Miss Pol- 
lock also reported on her work of in- 
specting sanitary conditions, seating 
accommodations and lighting in school 
rooms, as well as first aid facilities.

W. J. Drennan, principal of the 
School, stated that Dr. T. Monroe 
Rees would start dental examinations 
as soon as a floodlight is secured for 
the health examination rooms. All 
other dental equipment has been ob- 
tained. 

Drennen also stated that both ' phy- 
sical and dental equipment will be 
used jointly by the Narberth Public 
School and- St. Margaret's Parochial

Under terms of the plan, the Police 
Pension Fund Association would be 
dissolved and its assets set up as a 
separate fund for the benefit of pres- 
ent members, who would continue to 
pay four dollars a month into the fund. 

New policemen, never members of 
the Association, wpuld be covered by 
the proposed general Township em- 
ployes' fund and would contribute 
three percent of their wages, which 



contribution would be matched by the 
township. 

Appeals to the public for conlribi£ 
tions would be discontinued. 
Chief Objection 

Chief objection of the rank and file 
of police has been the Commissioners' 
proposal that the normal retirement 
age be raised from 55 to 60. 

In an effort to meet this objection, 
the Commissioners this week made 
the following offer: 

"Each members," a letter signed by 
Township Manager Evan L. James 
and handed to members of the police 
last week stated, "upon reaching the 
age of 55 years or upon the comple-

Actual work on the three .projects, 
Highway Department officials empha- 
sized, cannot begin until terms of the 
contract have been approved by the 
Attorney General and the Seaboard 
Co. proves its ability to meet the High- 
way Department's minimum qualifica- 
tions.

State to Do Work 

Work -on the E. Wynnewood Rd.- 
curve will be undertaken entirely by 
the State Highway Department The 
Borough of Narberth and Lower 
Merion Township, however, will be 
billed by the State for their share, oL 
the work. 

The State plans to construct a con- 
crc-ereinforced road on an acre and a 
half of ground. given to the State in 
1914 by the late Parker Williams to 
eliminate the curve, described by Po- 
lice Sgt. Joseph Mawhinney, of the 
Accident Investigation Squad, as "one 
of the worst in the township." 

The new roadway, with a uniform 
width of 22 feet, will run from a point 
opposite the railroad tunnel to slight- 
ly beyond Elmwood Ave., Narberth. 
East Wynnewood Rd. at- present varies 
in width from 20 to 24 feet 

The West side of Bala Ave. will be' 
widened from Montgomery Ave. to- 
Highland Ave. by an overall width 
of four feet. A new concrete sidewalk, 
was built by the Township last Fall 
in anticipation of the State's plans to 
widen Bala Ave. itself. At its comple- 
tion the street will be an eight inch, 
uniform, reinforced concere pavement. 

As a part of plans to Improve the 
drainage system of South Ardmore and 
Wynnewood, a new concrete inlet will- 
be constructed at the corner of Argle 
and Hillside Rds. 

Six existing inlets on Haverford Rd. 
between West Wynnewood Rd. and;. 
the Radnor Township Line in both 
Lower Merion and Haverford Town 1 ' 
ships will be enlarged to carry off 
excess rain water.

Several of the parents sought to 
link overcrowding in buses with last 
Tuesday's accident in which a 15-year- 
old Bala-Cynwyd girl was seriously 
injured by a school bus on City Line 
Ave. 

To this charge, Burltngame replied 
that no child had ever been hurt in- 
side a bus during the 32 years the 
School District has been transporting 
pupils to and from schools.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE COMMONWEALTH 

OF PENNSYLVANIA 

Special attention is hereby 
directed to ths 8th Article of the 
new constitution: 

Section 1. Every mala eitisen 
twenty-one years of age possess- 
ing the following qualifications 
shall be entitled to vote at all 
elections subject, however to such 
laws requiring and regulating the, 
registration of electors as the 
General Assembly may enact. 

(1) He shall have been a citi- 
zen of the United States at least 
one month. 

(2) He shall have resided In the 
state one year (or If having previ- 
ously been a qualified elector or 
native born citizen of the State) 
he shall have removed therefrom 
and returned, then six months, 
immediately preceding the elec- 
tion. 

(3) He shall have resided in the 
election district where he shall 
offer to vote at least two months 
Immediately preceding the elec- 
tion. 

(4) All the elections by the 
citizens shall be by ballot or 
by such other method as may be 
prescribed by law provided that 
secrecy in voting -be preserved. 

The above provisions of the 
constitution are now amended by 
Joint Resolution of Senate and 
House of Representatives approved 
June 27, 1918, approving and 
ratifying the proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the United 
{States of America which amend- 
ment as now passed reads as fol- 
lows: "The right of citizens of the 
United States to vote shall not be 
denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any State on account 
of sex." 

ELECTION OFFICERS 

Special attention is directed also 
to Section 1208 Par. A ft B of the 
Act of Assembly entitled "Election 
Code". Act. No. 320 signed June 3. 
1937 which further provides as 
follows, to-wit: 

"The Judges, Inspectors, elerka 
of Election and machine inspec- 
tors, together with the overseers, 
if any, shall meet In the respective 
places appointed for holding the 
election in each election district 
at least thirty minutes before the 
hour for opening the polls on the 
'day of each primary and election. 
.They shall thereupon, in the pres- 
ence of each other, take and sub- 
scribe in duplicate to the oaths 
irequlred by this act." 

*If any Judge of election shall 
not appear at the polling place by 
seven (7) o'clock A M.. on the day 
•of any primary or election, the 
majority inspector shall appoint 
a Judge of election, who is quali- 
fied under the provisions of this 
act. If any majority inspector of 
election shall not appear at said 
hour, the Judge of election shall 
appoint a majority inspector, who 
is qualified under the provisions of 
this act. If any minority Inspec- 
tor of election shall not appear 
at said hour, the person who re- 
ceived the second highest vote for 
Judge at the preceding election 
shall serve as minority inspector 
if available, and if qualified, the 
qualified electors of the district, 
present at said time, shall under 
the supervision of the Judge ox 
election, elect one of their num- 
ber who is duly qualified, to "U 
said vacancy. If. for any reason, 
any vacancy In an election board 
shall not have been filled, as 
aforesaid by 7:30 A M. the quali- 
fied electors of the district, pres- 
ent at said time, shall elect a 
qualified person or persons to nu 
such vacancies. If any clerk shall 
not appear by 7 o'clock A. M. the 
Inspector who appointed saw 
clerk shall fill said vacancy, ap- 
pointing a qualified elector there- 
for. Any person thus appointed to 
elected to i fill vacancies shall take 
and subscribe in duplicate to the 
oaths required by this act. and 
shall hold office only for said 
election."

Captain John Raby, 39, USN, hus- 
band of Mrs. Marion B. Raby of 120 
St. George Rd., Ardmore, has been 
awarded the Air Medal for services 
at Wake Island in October, 1943, by 
the Secretary of the Navy James For- 
restal for the President ' 

As leader of a carrier air group in 
two major strikes against the Japanese 
at Wake, Captain Raby directed the 
attacking units and made low-altitude 
observations of the damage inflicted 
on the Japanese. 

Text of his citation is as followsT 

"For meritorious achievement in 
aerial flight as leader of a carrier air 
group in two major strikes against 
Japanese forces at Wake Island Octo- 
ber 5. and. 6, 1943. A brilliant and 
forceful leader, Captain (then Com- 
mander) Raby skillfully directed at- 
tacking units under his command in 
relentless determined raids against the 
heavily fortified island and, despite 
intense persistent anti-aircraft fire, re- 
peatedly circled the target area at pe- 
rilously low altitudes to make accurate 
observations of the damage inflicted 
on the enemy. By his outstanding air- 
manship and bold tactics, Capt. Raby 
contributed essentially to the success 
of our operations in this vital theater 
of war, and his ' unwavering devotion 
to duty despite extreme peril was in 
keeping with the highest traditions of 
the United States Naval Service."

25, 1945. Quickly estimating that a 
pursued Japanese plane was about to 
crash into his ship, Lt. (jg) Walsh 
ordered his repair crew to cover. 

Undaunted by the approaching per 
il, he remained standing on the after 
deck to direct the last man to safety, 
but in the act of taking cover him- 
self, was hit and instantly killed by 
a fragment from the exploding plane. 

His cool courage and valiant con- 
duct in the face of a sudden emerg- 
ency reflect the highest credit upon 
Lt (jg) Walsh and the United 
States Naval Service. He gave his 
life for hts county."

Vets Subsistence Allowance 
Recent legislation placing a limita- 
tion on subsistence allowances for vet- 
erans enrolled under the G. I. Bill for 
education or training who are obtain- 
ing compensation on the side has 
brought a flood of inquiries about the 
new VA regulations concerning this 
phase. 

Briefly, the new law provides that "in 
no event shall the rate of such al- 
lowance plus the compensation re- 
ceived exceed $175 per month for the 
veteran without dependents or $200 
per month if he has a dependent or de- 
pendents." The limitation applies to 
veterans whether they are earning 
money outside while going to school 
or earning wages in apprentice or on- 
the-job training. In other words, if 
a veteran is going to school and earn- 
ing $150 per month on the outside, his 
subsistence would be cut from $65 per 
month to $25 to come within the $175 
per month limitation, if he is without 
dependents. 

Veterans administration says that 
for perhaps three months, perhaps 
longer, veterans will get the same 
amount they have been getting in the 
past, but that enclosed with each 
check mailed up to October 31 will 
be a notice from the VA describing 
the changes in the G. I. Bill and 
warning each veteran that he later 
may have to return some of the money 
he now is receiving in subsistence al- 
lowance during interim period. The 
same notice asks each veteran to give 
his training officer or regional office 
not later than November 5, a statement 
of his earning during August, Septem- 
ber and October. Veterans are warned 
that further checks will be delayed 

.until this notice is received, so they 
should be sure to meet the November 
S.deadline. After the veteran has turn- 
ed in his notice, VA will start making 
adjustments in any subsistence allow- 

'ance that requires changes. If there 
is a refund due the government, how- 
ever, s no time limit is set for return- 
ing this money.
